In an article on tbe "Wonders of the 


World's Waste," William George Jor- 
dan, in The Ladies' Home Journal, de- 
tails how science at the present day 
utilizes the ox. "Not many years ago," 
bo says, "when an ox was slaughtered 
40 per cent of the animal was wasted. 
At the present lime 'nothing is lost bnt 
its dying breath.' As but one-third of 
the weight of the animal consists of 
njodwts that can be eaten, the question 
of "utilizing the waste is a serious one. 
The blood is used in refining sugar and 
in sizing paper or manufactured into 
dcorknobs and buttons. The hide goes 
to the tanner; horns and hoofs are trans- 
formed into combs and buttons; thigh 
bones, worth I-SO pt-r ton, are cut into 
bandies for clothesbrnshes; fore leg 
bones sell for $30 per ton for collar but- 
tons, parasol handles and jewelry; the 
water in which bouts are boiled is re- 
dnced to glue, thf dust from sawing 
the bones is food for cattle and poultry; 
the smallest bones .iro made into bone- 
black- Each foot yit ld> a quarter of a 
pint of neats-foot oil; the tail goes to the 
"sonp," while the brush of hair at the 
end of tbe tail is sold to the mattress 
maker. The choicer parts of the fat 
make the basis, cf bmtenne; the intes- 
tines are nfced for «iuK»go cai-ings or 
bought by gold beaterb. The trndigested 
food in "tho stomach, which formerly 
cost tbe puckers, of Chicago $30,000 ft 
year to remove ami destroy, is now 
made into parxr. Thtnj are but a few 
of tbe products, of abattoirs. All scraps 
unlit for any other u>e find welcome in 
the glue pot, or they do missionary 
work for fanners by acting as ferti-

Coal in six varieties, including lig- 


nite, tut alw) the valuable bitumen 
known as cannel coal, has been discov- 
ered at half a hundred different points 
of the great northland and may yet es- 
clude eastern imports from the Pacific 
markets as far south as Loa Angeles. 


And to all that luck has now added a 


treasure trove of precious metals, though 
it would be a mistake to suppose that 
the discovery of placer mines dates from 
the west Klondike bonanza. 


The Muscovite monarchy, it is true, 


is so large, so unreasonably and uncon- 
scionably overgrown, that the czars 
could sell nine other provinces the size 
of Alaska and still have a comfortable 
remnant of real estate, but it might be 
questioned if that special czar did not 
almost give away the most valuable 
tenth of his world empire. For the 
southernmost 500 miles tie climate of 
Alaska is milder than that of European 
Russia.
